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The historic city of Veere (1) 


CITY of VEERE 

The small city of Veere (population of 1520 as of 2001) is located on the Veerse Meer on the island of Walcheren in 
GEM E ENTE Zeeland. The name means ’’ferry” after Wolfert Van Borsselen established one here in 1281. 

Veere received city rights in 1355. The total area of the borough of Veere is 13,496 hectares, 
with a coastline of 34 kilometres and a population of about 22,000. 

It has a small picturesque harbour which once gave direct access the the North Sea, with 
sheltered waterways for vessels to proceed north-east to Dordrecht (near Rotterdam) on the 
Flag & Coat of Arms Ri yer Maas or south-east to Antwerp on the River Schelde. 



HISTORY 

The ’’Admiraliteit van Veere” (Admiralty of Veere) was set up as a result of the Ordinance on the Admiralty of 8 
January 1488 in an attempt to create a central naval administration in the Burgundian Netherlands. To this was sub¬ 
ordinated the Vice-Admiralty of Flanders in Dunkirk. In 1560 under admiral Philip de Montmorency, Count of 
Hoorn, this admiralty was relocated near Ghent and in 1561 the Habsburg naval forces were also moved to Veere. 


Between 1541 and 1799, Veere was the staple port for the Kingdom of 
Scotland. Flemish architects Antonis Keldermans and Evert Spoorwater 
designed the Grote Kerk, the fortifications, the Cistern and the town 
hall. During this period of prosperity, the cultural centre was located at 
Sandenburgh castle, the residence of the noble Van Borsele and Van 
Bourgondie families. Court painter Jan Gossaert van Mabuse worked 
here. 

The poet Adrianus Valerius lived and worked in the city from 1591. In 
the 17th and 18th centuries, Veere was a prosperous trading city. There 
were about 750 houses within the city walls then, compared to about 
300 now. As a result of the damming of the Veerse Gat inlet in 1961, 
the fishing fleet of Veere moved to a new home port at Colijnsplaat on 
Noord-Beveland. Today, the main business of the town is tourism. 

In the 12th century, wool production in Scotland and England began to outstrip 
domestic demand, so the Cistercian monks of Melrose exported Scottish wool 
duty-free to Flanders. This right was formalised in 1407 by a decree of the Duke 
of Burgundy, John the Fearless, which created the office of Conservator of Scot¬ 
tish Privileges in the Low Countries. Huge amounts of wool were exported for 
manufacture into cloth in the Low Countries, France and German towns on the 
North and the Baltic Seas. 

Founded as a fishing port in 1296, Veere soon made contact with Scottish ports 
and exchanged all kinds of goods. At this time, Scottish wool was exported to 
Bruges, but when the River Zwin silted up the ports of entry, Damme and Sluis, 
could no longer be navigated. Despite all the efforts of Bruges to retain the Scottish Wool 
Staple the Conservator of Scottish Privileges, Sir Alexander Napier, eventually transferred 
his Office and Staple Court to Middelburg in 1518. Another factor in this move was the 
growing pressure from Spain and France to assert the Roman Catholic rite in Flanders. 

When this pressure began to be felt in Middelburg, the Staple was again moved in 1541 to 
Veere, where the local people sympathised with the Calvinist views of the Scottish trading 
community. 

Staple Contract 

The Staple Contract granted Veere a monopoly on importing, storing and trading Scottish 
goods in the Netherlands. 

The Veere-Scotland ties had been strengthened by the marriage in 1444 between Wolfert 
VI of Borssele, Lord of Veere, and Mary Stuart, the daughter of the Scottish king James I 
and Joan Beaufort. Mary died in 1465 and was buried in the Grote Kerk. Prince William of Orange 

The links between the Stuarts and the Netherlands continued with the marriage of Prince William of Orange 
(Marquis of Veere) to the daughter of James VI.

The Scottish traders (who came mainly from Edinburgh, Perth, Culross, St. Andrews, Dundee and Aberdeen re¬ 
ceived several privileges in the town they called Campvere. The Scots’ ships were given preferential treatment and 
they had their own taxation and legal system. The ‘Admiral’s Court’ dealt with international maritime law, such as 
in 1528 when the city of Edinburgh appealed to the Lord of Veere for justice in the case of a dispossessed Scottish 
skipper. The ‘Court of the Lord Conservator’ dispensed justice independently in both civil and criminal cases to all 
who lived under the Staple Contract. In an historical account of the Staple, the Deputy Conservator, James Stuart, 
wrote in 1749 that ‘the Scots’ Privileges in the Netherlands are the most honourable that were ever granted to any 
Nation in that, or perhaps any other Country.’ 



Scottish Kirk on foreign soil 

In 1612 the Scottish community was given the right to establish a chapel 
with a graveyard and to appoint ministers and elders. This was the first 
Scottish Kirk established on foreign soil and linked directly with the 
General Assembly in Edinburgh. Its first minister was Alexander 
MacDuff, who took up his charge in 1614. Four engraved silver com¬ 
munion cups, made by a local silversmith, were in use from 1620 to 
1798. In 1875 they were offered for sale as ‘old silver’ and bought by a 
wealthy landowner, who presented them to Manchester Cathedral in 
1893, where they remain. Veere thus became in the 15th and 16th centu¬ 
ries the main port for Scottish commerce with Flanders, Holland and Bra¬ 
bant. Wool was the major import, next to coal, hides, whisky, flax, grain 
and fish. Exported to Scotland were cloth, tiles, leather, brassware, wines and spirits. There is a reference to a ‘very 
good, tame lion’, which was sent to the Scottish king as a gift from the people of Veere!

End of the trade 

The Napoleonic period saw the end of the wool trade and the Scottish Privileges. The Scottish Staple was based 
on privileges which did not accord with the principles of egalite espoused by the new French influenced Batavian 
Republic. With the coming of free trade, Veere’s prosperity and wealth had already declined. In 1798 the Scottish 
community in Veere had dwindled to 15 souls; the Kirk was closed and the minister, Rev. James Likly of Aber¬ 
deen, was expelled. The elders wrote to the Presbytery in Edinburgh: ‘How much we now regret the loss of public 
worship in our own language, the dispersion of our congregation and the loss of our Pastor, so justly esteemed and 
respected by us’. 


The 1st of December 1799 saw the cancellation of the Scottish Staple Contract. All persons under the former juris¬ 
diction of the Scottish Court had to leave the Republic so the Scots quit Veere and returned to their own country. 
The Scottish church was demolished in 1837 and remains of it could be seen until 1950. It is hoped that the foun¬ 
dations will be incorporated into an extension of the Dutch Reformed Church, to be built in about a year’s time. 


1 Februaryl953 Flood 

The great North Sea tidal surge of 1953 overran the sea-defences of Walcheren, which lies mostly below sea-level, 

and flooded Veere to a depth of several meters. (The south-west coastline of the 
Netherlands was then very different from what it had been in the 16th. century, 
partly because channels between the islands have silted-up over the centuries 
but mainly because of the many dams which reclaimed large areas of land from 
the sea). The government's response was the "Delta Plan", aimed to prevent any 
future flooding. Massive sea-walls were built around Walcheren and linked by 
new roads and bridges northwards along the coast as far north as Rotterdam. 
Some of these sea-walls were severely tested by floods in 1995 and many dikes 
had to be raised and strengthened as far inland as Nijmegen, near the border 
with Germany. As part of this plan a sea-wall was built in 1961 to seal off the Veersegat inlet which had for centu¬ 
ries given Scottish seamen access to Veere and it ceased to be a seaport. (The sandbank which was a hazard at the 
harbour mouth is still marked on the chart by its old name: The Scotsman). Veere has now become a holiday resort 
for visitors, who come to these inland waters from many parts of Europe. It is, however, still linked to the sea by 
canal through Middelburg to Flushing (‘Vlissingen) and the mouth of the River Schelde in the west. Non-tidal wa¬ 
terways to the north also enable barge traffic and pleasure-craft to navigate through the Netherlands and enter the 
Rivers Maas and Rhine, with a new canal link with the Danube and the Black Sea.

This Storm Surge Barrier is one of the most im¬ 
pressive technical feats in the field of hydraulic engineering in the world. The barrier protects the beautiful natural 
environment of the Eastern Scheldt. This magnificent route is accessible to both motorists and cyclists.

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Holland’s Glory in the Golden Age 


Holland's Glory in the Golden Age. 

It happened in the period of protracted peace 
negotiations between the Lower Countries 
and Spain, that Stadhouder Prins Frederik Hendrik 
died on the 14th of March 1647. Frederik's young son 
Willem II was acknowledged as his successor and 
could finally ratify a peace agreement on the 30th of 
January 1648 known in history as 'De Vrede van 
Munster'. 

Earlier on, in the year 1631 the 'Staten Generaal' of the 
United Provinces had solemnly declared that the 
position of Stadhouder was secured in perpetuity for 
the descendants of Willem of Orange. However the 
city of Amsterdam together with the 'Staten van 
Holland', who were controlled by Amsterdam, were of 
opinion that the Stadhouder in the course of time had 
become too influential in matters of State and 
therefore that this position should not be in perpetuity. 
In these years big numbers of Dutch trading vessels 
were plying the oceans from Asia to the America's and 
Amsterdam had become the main trading post in 
Europe as well as the seat of power of the United 
Provinces. It was therefore not strange that in the days, 
when kings were the head of state, the ambassadors of 
foreign countries considered the foremost Dutch 
leader to be the ruling king. 

This was contrarily to the way of thinking of many 
Dutch, who considered the Stadhouder simply a 
servant of the State. To make things worse, the young 

Willem II was married to 
a daughter of Charles I, 
King of England, who 
was later executed in 
1649, January 30th - The 
main reason for this was 
that he wanted to be an 
absolute king, overruling 
existing parliament, also 
contrary to the Dutch 
republican way of 
thinking. 

However the Provinces 
badly needed a peace 
agreement with the 
Spanish overlords and so 
Willem II was appointed 
Stadhouder in May 1647 
of the less powerful 
provinces Gelderland, 
Utrecht and Overijssel. Reluctantly Holland 
(Amsterdam) accepted Willem II in December, 
followed by Zeeland a year later. 

A summary of achievements detailed hereunder gives 
an idea of the developments in science, arts and 
technology since the early years from 1600 onwards in 


the Lower Countries. 

Universities established in Leiden (1575), Franeker 
(1585), Groningen (1614), Utrecht (1636), Harderwijk 
(1647) 

Inventions: Christiaan Huygens invented the 
pendulum, making clocks running more accurate. 

Adriaan Metius, who invented 
the telescope and Comelis 
Drebbel the microscope and 
the thermometer. 

Sea maps drawn and produced 
by Pieter Plancius of 
Amsterdam. 

Sawmills invented by Comelis 
Dirksz. of Uitgeest. Towards 
the year 1700 there were 252 
sawmills operating in the Zaan 
area. 

Tulip growing on a big scale close behind the dunes 
on a special soil mixture of sand and clay called 
'geestgrond' in Dutch. 

Architecture and building technology. Jacob van 
Campen, under who's direction the magnificent Dam 
Palace was built in Amsterdam. Originally the Council 
of Amsterdam ordered a new ' Stadhuis' to be built as a 
replacement of the original one, which dated from the 
year 1400. As the City's citizens increased six-fold in 
the years 1550-1560, the existing 'stadhuis' was not 
adequate anymore for the needs, like wedding 
ceremonies, council business, court of justice 
proceedings, money exchange, and general meeting 
place for business people. The first stone was laid on 
the 28th October 1648 (when the "Vrede van Munster' 
had been signed). As the ground was swampy, 13.659 
poles were used to support the foundation, each of 
them being rammed onto the under-laying sand-plate 
by hand. 

The Trade Exchange in Amsterdam, later officially 
called 'Stock Exchange' or 'Beurs'. The first stone laid 
in 1608, after the V.O.C. instigated the idea when it 
was put together in 1602 for the purpose of dealing in 
printed stocks and bonds. 

Admirals : Piet Heyn, Michiel Adriaansz de Ruyter, 
Maarten Harpertsz Tromp to name the most prominent 
ones; but let us not forget Admiral Lumey who was 
commanding the rag-tag 'Water- Geuzen' fleet in 1572 
taking De Briel, thereby starting the independence of 
the future Republic. 

Poets and writers: Pieter Comelisz Hooft, Kaspar van 
Baerle, Joost van den Vondel, Vossius, Jacob Cats 
(known as Vader Cats), Hugo de Groot (the one who 
escaped from castle Loevesteyn in a book case) and 
last but not least the famous 'Mamix- Heer van St 
Aldegonde, a close friend and adviser of Prince 
Willem van Oranje, who is thought to be the composer

of the national anthem 'Wilhelmus'. Mamix was one of 
the early writers, using the Dutch language as spoken 
in Holland. He also helped the government with 
decoding Spanish messages and documents. The 
Staten Generaal requested him to translate the Bible 
for the common people. He died in 1598. 

Painters: Jan Steen, Rembrandt van Rijn, Frans Hals, 
Paulus Potter, Gerard Dou, Adriaan van Ostade, 
Ferdinand Bol, Johannes Vermeer, Go vert Flink, 

Jacob Ruysdael, Bartolomeus van der Heist etc. 

It still amazes me that ever since the start of the 80 
year conflict in 1568 between the emerging Seven 
United Provinces and Spain, such enormous progress 
could be achieved by a relative small population of 
about a million and a half people who after all were 
not very united in politics, the monetary system and 
language. 

Ship building yards were located all over the 
provinces Holland and Zeeland, busy building 
hundreds of ships for war and trade. The 'Zaanstreek', 
10 kilometers north of Amsterdam had by the year 
1650 around 1000 windmills operating, sawing timber, 
grinding flour, making paint, paper and a host of other 
products. Rope and sail makers were flat out coping 
with the demand. 

At the same time the harbours and cities were 
expanding rapidly, warehouses were constructed 
together with large and well designed and decorated 
homes for the successful merchants along the canal 
systems not only in Amsterdam but also in many other 
cities in Zeeland, Holland and Friesland. Magnificent 
palatial homes were erected along the river Vecht and 
in the outside areas around Haarlem, Leiden, The 
Hague, Utrecht, Hoorn and Enkhuizen. These building 
activities started other industries like furniture making, 
clock making, weaving, lace making and the famous 
Delft porcelain. 

Dutch trading vessels sailed all over the planet and 
anchored in their own harbours of Cape of Good Hope 
(Capetown), Batavia (Djakarta) in the erstwhile Dutch 
East Indies, in Ceylon (Srilanka), Formosa (Taiwan), 
the West Indies, New Amsterdam (now New York), 
and a number of settlements along the coasts of 
Africa's mainland. 

After Charles I of England lost his head on the 

scaffold, the republican Olivier 
Cromwell succeeded as Head of 
State in 1649. These events 
' developed over the years into a 
1 twenty year conflict between the 
| powerful Dutch and the emerging 
| English nation, the battle for 
_ = supremacy on the oceans and 
' ( thereby access to profitable 
*1 exploitation of colonies. 



The first move was made by Cromwell, who with a 
friendly parliament behind him, ruled that only goods 
produced in the country of manufacture or grown in 
that country, could be sold and offloaded in English 
harbours only by the ships of that country. The Dutch 
traders were at that time the world's most important 
freight carriers and so were badly curtailed in their 
transport business. 

Cromwell's rule started a shipbuilding industry, which 
overtook the Dutch production in about twenty years 
simply because of England's bigger population and 
economy. 

The war between the Dutch and the English was 
mainly fought at sea, resulting in some famous 
engagements, like the one near Ter Heide on the 10th 
of August 1653, whereby Admiral Tromp lost his life. 
Thereafter it was Admiral Michiel de Ruyter, who 
sailed up the river Thames in 1667 and captured the 
English fleet's flagship Royal Charles and sailed it 
home. Finally peace was made in 1674 at Breda 
between the two adversaries. 

But before that economics and politics brought the 
Provinces in continual conflict with England as well as 
France and at one stage the French armies entered 
Holland with 200.000 soldiers. But the Dutch 
retaliated and captured 2400 English and more than 
400 French trading vessels in the years 1672 - 1673. 
This was too much for the English and peace was 
made in 1674. Then the Dutch caused the French such 
disastrous losses with their small and scattered army 
groups under the leadership of Prince Willem III, that 
they in turn made peace in 1678 at Nijmegen. 

The writing was on the wall however for the hardy and 
enterprising Dutch. The exhausting English sea 
battles, together with the effort to keep the long lines 
of communications open with their overseas 
settlements and that in a hostile environment world¬ 
wide, was too heavy a burden and caused a gradual 
decline in the prosperity of a proud nation. 

This decline was only temporarily as we well know. 

At present our hardy nation is once more respected 
worldwide, because of their top range technology and 
electronics industry as well as their worldwide 
insurance and brokerage services and banking, not to 
forget their impressive Rotterdam harbour facilities. 

Dutch powerful ocean¬ 
going tugboats are in great 
demand world wide 
because of their reliability 
and seamanship. 

The coat of arms of the 
Dutch nation still sends its 
message: Je Maintiendrai. (Dutch: Ik zal 
Handhaven. English: I will Maintain).
